One cannot but admire the restraint

years, provided he continues to live

carefully,

head. The day he forsakes these vir­ 
tues and begins soft and riotous liv­ 
ing, that day he begins his decline. It 
is then but a question of months be­ 
fore a brighter, harder, quicker man 
will floor him. The professional ath­ 
lete knows perhaps better than any­ 
one else that the conditions of success 
in his trade are

natural abilty,

MR. COOLIDGE’S OVERCOAT. 
The best laid schemes o’ mice and 
men frequently go to smash.

BETTER LIBRARY 
FACILITIES UR6ED 
FOR MISSOURI 


Kansas City, Feb. 9.—Pointing 
out that only thirteen per cent of 
the citizens of Missouri living out­ 
side St. Louis, Kansas City and St. 
Joseph are within reach of any pub­ 
lic library, Purd B. Wright, Kansas 
City librarian, in a statement today 
urged passage of bills before the 
state legislature granting to coun­ 
ties the right to establish public li- 
braries. 
“The 
provision 
of senate bills 
new before the Missouri legislature 
give to counties the same right to 
establish public libraries as is now 
given cities,” Mr. Wright said. For 
some years the state has sought to 
provide traveling libraries for the 
use of the rural district but the ap­ 
propriations 
have 
been so inade­ 
quate 
that 
the Missouri Library 
Commission has been unable to 
meet the 
demands. 
Every 
city 
public library in the state is daily 
besieged with calls for book help 
from business men, 
study 
clubs, 
school teachers and pupils, debat­ 
ing clubs, progressive cattle, grain 
and fruit growers, etc. 
Naturally 
the libraries render such help as is 
possible, hearing iii mind that the 
first duty is to those who own the 
property and pay the expenses of 
maintenance. 
“The proposed law, approved by 
the 
State 
Library 
Association, 
State Teachers Association, State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, and 
many others, 
would 
give to each 
comity on petition the county court, 
or by direct vote, the right to es­ 
tablish 
a 
county 
library, 
with 
branches in 
the 
smaller 
towns, 
school houses, etc., with book wag­ 
ons makiug regular trips through­ 
out the county. Free libraries have 
been found a necessity in the city. 
Why not in the country? 
“A solid group of 40 counties in 
Southwest Missouri 
comprises an 
area three times that of the state 
el Massachusetts. 
There are but 
two tax supported public libraries 
in those 26,000 square miles. 
“A group of fifteen west-central 
counties, exceeding Massachusetts 
iii area, supports but one public li­ 
brary. 
Ten 
counties 
comprising 
5,000 square miles in the northeast 
corner of the state support nu pub­ 
lic library at all. 
“One-third of Missouri’s popula­ 
tion liveii in the cities of St. Louis. 
Kansas City and St. Joseph. Of the 
population 
outside 
these 
three* 
cities, only 13 per cent is within 
reach of any library. Of Missouri’s 
114 counties, 86 contain no publicly 
supported free library; and 56 are 
without any library of any kind.’*

Returning the measure to the 
house, the president said he was 
“unable to see in the condition of 
the world at large or in the needs 
of the United States any change” 
that would justify a restriction up­ 
on the minimum enlisted strength 
of two hundred and 
eighty thou­ 
sand men provided for iii the re­ 
cently enacted army reorganization 
bill. 
Quoting 
the 
resolution 
as re­ 
stricting the enlisted strength of 
I he army to 175,000 men, the presi­ 
dent Bays: 
‘‘No provision 
is 
made in the 
resolution for the preservation of 
any proportionate strength in the 
combatant corps of the army and 
a mere 
discontinuance 
of enlist­ 
ment would, for a long time, pre­ 
serve the staff corps disproportion­ 
ately enlisted and the combatant 
corps 
insufficiently 
manned 
to 
maintain the instruction and train­ 
ing which ought to be assured if 
an army of 175,000 men is to be ef­ 
ficient iii proportion to its aggre­ 
gate numbers. 
‘‘The fourth day of June, 1920, I 
signed a bill passed by the present 
congress 
providing 
for the reor­ 
ganization of the army. Because of 
the profoundly disturbed conditions 
of the world, and in order that full 
benefit might accrue to the people 
OL the United States, from the les­ 
sons of the world war, so to what, 
under modern conditions, is requir­ 
ed to be the nucleus of au efficient 
army, the war department had rec­ 
ommended an army of approximate­ 
ly Vs: million men. 
The congress, 
after prolonged consideration, de­ 
termined to authorize and did au­ 
thorize the 
reorganization of the 
army on the basis of an enlisted 
strength of approximately 
280,900 
men .including in the organization 
now arms like tile air service aud 
tLe chemical warfare service, the 
use of which were developments of 
the war and provision for which 
is a necessary addition to the pre­ 
war strength of tho army. < 
“The act authorized for the first 
time iii our history a tactical or­ 
ganization of the army, resting up­ 
on divisions as tactical units and 
required the training of the nation­ 
al guard and the organized reserve 
in territorial areas of the United 
Slates iii association with the di­ 
visions or the 
regular army. At 
that time, the congress plainly re­ 
garded the provision then made as 
the minimum which would provide 
for the added arms and new duties 
imposed on the army and for that 
efficiency which the peace time 
army of the LTnitod States should 
have as the nucleus of mobilization 
in the event of a national emer­ 
gency. 
“I regret that I ain not able to

Senator Medill McCormick is back 
from a prolonged visit to Europe 
♦ 
where he has been studying condi­ 


tions. 
Though 
ordinarily 
rather a 
talkative man, it is noticeable that Mr. 
McCormick has been 
very 
reticient 
since his return from the other side of* 
the water. 
About the only thing that 
he has had to say is this: “The out­ 
standing fact is that the fundamental 
problems of Europe appear compara­ 
tively simple elementarily. 
Their so­ 
lution will make or break the wor 
including the United States; and th 
is no middle ground.” 
T h a ti| brief and 
rather cryptic. 
Nevertheless, it is very interesting. It 
will be recalled that Senator McCor­ 
mick was one of the bitterest of the 
Bitterenders. 
He was vehemently op­ 
posed to ratification of the Treaty and 
he almost outborahed Borah in his de­ 
nunciation of the League of Nations. 
He was one of the most emphatic of 
the exponents of isolation 
and 
he 
fought furiously and almost fanatical­ 
ly for the 
detachment of the United 
States from the problems of Europe. 
Can it be that Senator McCormick’s 
visit to Europe 
hits 
caused him to 
change his view's regarding these mat­ 
tery? 
Certainly his statement quoted 
above might well be taken as indicat­ 
ing that such is the case. 
He says 
now that the 
solution of the funda­ 
mental 
problems 
of Europe 
“will 
make or break the world, including 
the United States,” and that “there is 
no middle ground.” That is not at all 
what he and the other Bitterenders 
were saying 
during 
the 
campaign. 
Then their slogan was: 
“Let Europe 
stew in its own juice. 
Let the Euro­ 
peans solve their 
own 
problems as 
they see fit. 
Those problems do not 
affect us.” 
It would not 
be fair 
to take this 
short 
statement 
o f Senator McCor­ 
mick’s as a confession that he and 
those who stood with him in the fight 
against the Treaty and the League, 
were utterly wrong.

■ ■ I -- 
Washington, Feb. ll.—Increased 
funds for prohibition enforcement, 
urged by theKNatlonal Antisaloon 
League, wrere authorized by the 
Senate Appropriations Committee 
yesterday, in reporting the annual 
legislative, executive and* judicial 
appropriation bill.. The hqpse prov­ 
isions of $7,100,000 was increased 
to $7,500,000, and it is understood 
that advances in salaries of some 
enforcement agents was one of the 
objects of the increase. 
The prohibtion item,was the prin­ 
cipal increase voted by the senate 
committee. 
As reported the bill 
carries $110,390,000, as compared 
with the total of $109,781,000 ap­ 
proved by the house. 
One of the 
senate committee additions wras for 
continuing the annual bonus 
of 
$240 to the bulk of federal em­ 
ployes. 
A committee rider was the Swan­ 
son Glass amendment, also carried 
in the agricultural bill, authorizing 
the treasury to purchase $100,000,- 
000 farm land bank securities.

froit, a county road commissioner. 
in an address before the American 
good roads congress here today. 
Mr. Hines stated that every cliv 
►or county now, planning the build­ 
ing of-roads should provide a place 
where a pedestrian would be safe 
to travel as wrell as a road autoist 
would seek. 
In discussing the various prob­ 
lems that confronted the Wayn 
county, Michigan board 
of roa 
commissioners, Mr. Hines said: 
“Experience has shown that 
80 
per cent of the traffic Uses about 
25 per cent of the mileage: and in 
planning for the future ii has been 
the thought of our board to build 
350 miles of concrete road so that 
in a general way when this .pro­ 
gram is completed no section of 
Wayne county would be more than 
three miles east, west,’ nortft or 
south from a first class concrete 
road. 
* . 
“The connecting up of the villag­ 
es and cities in the county, one 
W ith ee other, was a* step in 
the 
plan, which is also* largely com­ 
pleted. 
“Another step calls for the encir­ 
cling of the country with three belt 
line&; and outer belt, an inner belt 
and a middle belt i*oute. The out­ 
er belt route has been completed, 
and a goodly start has been made 
on both the inner and middle belt 
routes. 
“The fourth step contemplates 
the paralleling of the main routes 
of travel out of the city of Detroit 
and the widening out of those al­ 
ready built. This latter feature of 
our plan is being carried forward 
at the present time. 
“With the tremendous growth in 
traffic, particularly with regard to 
the use of motor trucks we are do­ 
ing* additional 
planning to ade­ 
quately, prepare for the future. 
“A comprehensive survey 
has 
been made of the entire county and 
7 heavy-duty radial 
roads with a 
right of way 'of not less than IOO 
feet have been laid out to the coun­ 
ty line in various directions to pro­ 
vide primarily for truck traffic of 
the future. These roads 
will be 
bee-line roads, built 
of concrete, 
free from grades, with a width of 
metal of not less than 36 feet.
